In this manner has the Eſtate of the ſaid Samuel White ro amount of above 
40000. been totally deſtroy'd by the Eaſt-India Company, To the utter Ruine 
of his Family ; Their Proceedings wherein have not ſo much as the leaſt 
colour of Reaſon or Juſtice, for thar he never ated againſt their Charter, bur 
always paid 2 due Reſpect and Deference to their Authoriry. And theſe Ullegal 
Violences are highly aggravated by their Ingratitude to him who deſerved the 
kindeſt Uſages, In taking all Occaſions to Exprels his Readineſs to ſerve them 
to the urmoſt of his Power, which he ſufficiently teſtified by the Relief and 
Aſſiſtance he gave to a Ship of theirs in great Diſtreſs, and ſo was Inſtru- 
mencal in preſerving and forwarding to England 190000 l. of their Eſtate.
